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CONCERNED residents and 
councillors have called on 
health bosses to hold 
another patient forum about 
Newmarket’s axed out-of- 
hours service after blasting 
the first as poorly publicised. 

Harmoni, the provider of the 
emergency medical service, has 
been urged to re-run the drop- 
in session held in Worlington 
after complaints that few knew 
it was happening. 

The closure of the town’s out-of- 
hours base for a three-month trial 
period was among the topics up for 
discussion at the meeting in the 
Worlington Hall Hotel on April 25. 

Barbara Wisbey, of Kings Drive in 
Newmarket, said: “A well-publicised 
forum needs to be held in central 
Newmarket in the very near future in 
order that local people who have lost 
their out-of-hours base can be given 
important information. Residents 
would also be able to express their 
concerns regarding the loss of the 
Newmarket base.” 

She said she had found out about the 
meeting after picking up a leaflet about 
it from a pharmacy “by chance”. She 
said: “Everyone I have spoken to was 
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unaware of this event. Not only was the 
venue for this forum totally unsuitable, 
being only accessible by car, it was not 
very well publicised, and therefore 
residents of Newmarket did not have 
the opportunity to attend, voice their 
opinion and gather information 
regarding this service. 

“It would seem that the lack of 
consideration by Harmoni when 
choosing this venue only serves to 
underline how Newmarket residents 
have been treated with regard to the 
closing of the Newmarket out-of-hours 
base.” 

Cam Blyth, of Cheveley, said she 
hoped another forum would soon be 
held in Newmarket and echoed the 
concern the Worlington forum had 
been hard to get reach for many 

Mrs Blyth, who attended the meeting 
with two relatives, said: “I have since 
spoken to a number of people who did 
not know this forum was taking place 
and it would be interesting to know just 
how many people were unaware of this 
event, the outcome of which could 
affect a great many residents. 

“When questioned as to why it had 
been arranged in Worlington - very 
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Job loss fears as card 
shop in administration 

FEARS of job losses are growing after 
one of the region’s high street shop 
chains announced trading in its shares 
had been suspended. 

Cards and gifts retailer Clinton Cards, 
which has nine shops in the region 
including one in Newmarket, is expected 
to go into administration after its biggest 
supplier called in millions of pounds in 
bank loans. 

Clinton has 628 stores in the UK. It has 
two in Cambridge, in the city’s Grafton 
and Grand Arcade shopping centres, as 
well as in Ely, Huntingdon, St Neots, St 
Ives, Haverhill and Saffron Walden. 

The share suspension comes after 
Clinton’s banks - Barclays and taxpayer- 
backed Royal Bank of Scotland - sold 
the company’s £35m of loans to its 
biggest supplier, American Greetings. 

But whereas the banks waived certain 
loan conditions, American Greetings has 
said it will push the company into 
administration. 

Clintons is the UK’s biggest card retailer 
and employs more than 8,000 staff. It is 
not known how many people work in its 
shops in the East of England. 

It is understood that administrators 
would continue to run the stores as 
normal while seeking a buyer for the 
business, but large number of stores 
could be closed. 

The news is another blow to the High 
Street after recent high-profile 
casualties, including video games 
retailer Game Group, fashion chain 
Peacocks and outdoor specialist Blacks 
Leisure. 

Woman hurt in crash 

A WOMAN suffered facial injuries in a 
crash between a car and an HGV in 
Lakenheath. 

The casualty, who is about 30, was 
freed from her car by firefighters 
following the accident at the junction 
between South Road and Eriswell Road 
on Tuesday. 

Firefighters were called to the scene at 
just before 1.10pm. 

Half an hour later, she was being taken 
to the RAF Lakenheath hospital by the 
East of England Ambulance Service NHS 
Trust. 

Her injuries were not serious.

Who needs chalk? We’ve all got iPads 


YOUNGSTERS have been getting to 
grips with 16 iPads handed to them 
by a technology firm. 

Burwell Village College students 
were given the Apple tablet 
computers by Cambrionix Ltd, based 
in Cambridge, which designs and 
creates USB products for education 
and business use. 

Victoria Tyson, managing director 


of the firm, who lives in Burwell, 
said: “We are delighted to provide 
these devices to our local school. 

“We are looking forward to 
working closely with the school to 
obtain a better understanding of how 
children interact with these products 
and how they can enhance learning.” 

She said the devices will be 
passed from class to class in the 


primary every six weeks and they 
will be visiting the school over the 
next year or two to see how they are 
getting on. 

Cambrionix said they hope the gift 
will show the benefits of bringing 
modern ICT into the classroom and 
that the initiative will lead to more 
emphasis on alternative learning 
technology. 
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PLANS for dozens of new homes in 
Newmarket have been slammed by 
councillors. 

The proposal for land close to Studlands Park 
Community Centre off Brickfields Avenue was 
rejected by Newmarket Town Council’s 
development and planning committee on 
Tuesday. 

The scheme envisages 32 flats being built on 
the site, the five existing shops being demolished 
and three being built which would host the 
retailers currendy trading from the site. 

Speaking at the meeting, Cllr Michael Anderson 
said he had approached 300 residents about the 
plans, 260 of who had opposed them. 

The Studlands Park councillor said Litde Buds 
Pre-School, which is based in the community 
centre, feared the scheme would prompt parents 
to pull their children out. 

He said the proposals also involved issues with 
car parking and the loss of green space. He said: 
“We just feel that if the development goes ahead, 
it’s just going to do Studlands harm more than 
good.” 

Cllr Christine Pearce, who also represents 
Studlands, said: “The people I have stopped and 
spoken to, firstly, they did not know anything 
about it, and secondly, the majority are against it 
on the grounds that there is not enough parking, 
it’s far too near the industrial estate and I believe 
it’s a mixture of social housing as well and quite a 
few people were against that.” 

Cllr Joy Uney said she objected only on the 
basis of the three-storey element of the proposals, 
adding housing was needed in Newmarket. 

The committee objected to the plans on 
grounds including the loss of open space, 
concerns over parking provision and that the 
proposals involve overdevelopment unsuitable 
for the locality 

The directors of litde Buds Pre-School Limited, 
which mns the community centre, also objected 
to the proposal for reasons including a reduction 
in the 25 parking spaces they claim exist at the site 
to the 20 proposed for it and a lack of parking 
provision for people using the centre. 

Suffolk County Council as the highways 
authority has recommended the plans are thrown 
out on grounds including insufficient parking 
provision. 

Forest Heath, the planning authority will make 
a decision on the plans at a later date. 
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Transport scheme needs help 


A COMMUNITY transport scheme which 
provides a lifeline for elderly residents is at 
risk of folding. 

Members of the Staploe Transport 
Association are in desperate need of 
funding and are pleading for help to 
prevent the charity from having to end. 

The association was set up about 30 years 
ago when the doctor surgeries in Wicken, 
Chippenham, Isleham and Fordham were 
closed and the Staploe Medical Centre was 
opened in Soham. 

Since then, the association has provided 
a community minibus service to collect and 
transport patients from those villages to the 
practice, as well as repeat prescriptions. 

The returning bus then delivers 
medication to various points along the 
route, such as at post offices, for people to 
collect. 

The association pays Ely and Soham 
Dial-a-Ride an annual fee to provide the 
service and relies on fundraising and 
donations to raise those funds. 

But Andy Botcher, practice manager and 
secretary of the association, says donations 
have dried up and the charity is now at risk 


of folding. 

He added: “We really don’t want to see 
this fold. We have been running for around 
30 years and we provide a lifeline for elderly 
people who live in a rural area where public 
transport is poor. 

“Without this scheme, they would all 
struggle to get to their nearest health centre 
and to collect their medication. 

“Dial-a-Ride are fantastic and already 
provide the service for the cheapest 
possible price they can. 

“We need to raise around £8,500 this year 
and the funds we have are the driest they 
have ever been.” 

Last year the service made almost 1,200 
trips and it is currendy used by around 80 
people. 

Mr Botcher added: “We provide the 
service for free but ask our users to make a 
donation. We really don’t want to make it 
chargeable. 

“We know that times are tough but we 
would urge anyone who can help us to 
please get in touch.”

difficult if not impossible to access by 
public transport - we were told ‘because it 
is difficult to find a suitable venue’. We 
informed them there are plenty of suitable 
venues in Newmarket and it is hoped they 
would hold another of these forums and 
this time in Newmarket where no doubt 
many people would attend, not just the 20 
they had in Worlington.” 

Speaking at a meeting of Newmarket 
Town Council’s community services 
committee on Tuesday, Cllr Warwick Hirst 
said: “I was astonished that they held it 
there because the very people who are 
suffering are the people without cars.” 

The committee recommended to full 
council that a meeting about the closure of 
the town’s out-of-hours base is held in 
Newmarket and offered the Memorial Hall 
as a venue. 

It also resolved to tell the Suffolk County 
Council group set to make recomm¬ 
endations on the future of the service that 
the consultation exercise is useless until a 
meeting has been held in Newmarket. 

Dr David Lee, Harmoni’s regional 
medical director, said the event had been 
held in central West Suffolk to allow as 
many people as possible in the area to go 
along. 

He said the event had been “well 
publicised” through a press release - 
though the Weekly News did not receive it - 
and through local councillors. 

Dr Lee said: “If there is a public interest 
and demand, we would be happy to 
consider a further event in Newmarket and 
would look forward to working with the 
local media to ensure it is well publicised 
through its editorial columns.” 


Lap-dance club 
‘inappropriate’ 


COUNCILLORS have opp¬ 
osed a Newmarket lap and 
pole-dancing club’s app¬ 
lication for a sex establish¬ 
ment licence. 

Newmarket Town Council 
described the bid by the existing 
venue Heaven Awaits as “totally out 
of keeping” with the High Street in 
a letter to Forest Heath District 
Council’s licensing officer. 

It said: “These premises are 
located at the start of Newmarket 
High Street which is the 
centrepiece of Newmarket town. It 
is wholly inappropriate and 
unacceptable to place a sex 
establishment at 109 High Street 
which is at the gateway to 
Newmarket High Street.”

The town council said the adult 
venue’s position close to certain 
features in the town means Forest 
Heath should refuse the 
application according to its policy. 

It said Heaven Awaits is close to 
three places of religious worship, 
The Stable in High Street and the 
All Saints and St Mary’s churches 
and it is 32m from the nearest 
block of flats in The Avenue. 

The authority said the premises 
are 18m from the Memorial 
Gardens, which their letter said “are 
used by several hundred mothers 
and their children (most, if not all, 
are under 16) on a daily basis.” 


It also argued the approval of a 
licence would be inappropriate 
given the area’s character and the 
nature of nearby premises. 

Heaven Awaits, which declined 
to comment, submitted the 
application in response to Forest 
Heath District CounciFs sex 
establishment policy which came 
into force in December. 

A first-time application for a 
licence costs £2,572 and an annual 
renewal costs £1,262. The licence 
must be obtained in addition to the 
premises licence required. 

Sex establishments have until 
October to get a licence and if their 
bids are unsuccessful, they cannot 
legally continue. The application 
will be determined by a hearing at 
Forest Heath District Council.

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Residents flee 
after flooding

FLOODING in Newmarket 
forced people to evacuate 
their homes. 

Residents awoke last Thursday to 
find muddy water had submerged 
some gardens and even flooded 
into homes around the section of 
the Yellow Brick Road closer to the 
town centre. 

Three Flagship Housing homes 
in Sassoon Close were evacuated 
after overflow from the water¬ 
course surged into them while 
residents of another two Flagship 
homes in the street were torn over 
whether to leave. 

Irma Porakiene, 47, of Sassoon 
Close, was moving to other 
accommodation in Newmarket for 
a week after her sitting room and 
kitchen were flooded. 

The Flagship Housing tenant 
said: “I had almost finished 
decorating my house and now I 
need to do it again, it’s not very 
nice.” 

Matt Lee, 28, whose garden in 
Sassoon Close was flooded, said his 
home would be at risk if things got 
any worse. 

He said while certain things 
could be moved off the floor he was 
still concerned. He said: “It’s 
definitely a worry because if the 
insurance doesn’t cover us for the 


damage it’s coming out of our 
pockets.” 

Water lapped up to but did not 
penetrate Racing Welfare’s Jim Joel 
Court, Ian Trethowan House and 
MacDonald Buchanan House, 
which is part-owned by Orbit 
Housing Association. 

Keith Bovill, head of housing at 
Racing Welfare and Newmarket’s 
mayor, said: “As we speak, there has 
been no damage to individuals or 
personal property or belongings, 
which we are very thankful for.” 

Ann West, who cares for a Jim 
Joel Court resident, said: “It’s heart¬ 
breaking in this day and age. We 
should not be putting up with 
flooding. There should be enough 
drainage for it to be able to drain 


away. We are not a Third World 
country, we are England.” 

Pauline Brand, 66, of Howard de 
Walden Way, said: “It has disrupted 
a lot of lives this morning. Some 
children didn’t even get to school, 
some missed their buses because 
they usually cut through the Yellow 
Brick Road to get their buses to 
school but because they couldn’t 
they had to go all the way round.” 

Emma King, Flagship’s customer 
services director said last Thursday: 
“Due to the unusual levels of 
rainwater, eight of our customers’ 
homes have experienced flooding 
in their homes and gardens. 

“Our surveyor and community 
managers have been on site since 
this morning assisting Flagship 
rangers by filling and issuing 
sandbags, moving furniture 
upstairs and arranging alternative 
accommodation. We would like to 
thank our customers for their co¬ 
operation.” 

A spokeswoman for Forest Heath 
District Council said: “The council 
is working closely with the partner 
organisations around the county, 
including the joint emergency 
planning unit of Suffolk County 
Council and the Environment 
Agency, to coordinate and prepare 
for the clear-up. 

“We also provide advice for 
residents about the action they can 
take to minimise the likelihood and 
impact of flooding and what to do 
in the event that it occurs - please 
see www.forest-heath.gov.uk/ 
flooding."

Mum’s cancer fight 
inspires family trek

A MOTHER’S recovery from 
cancer has inspired almost 20 
members of her family to step out 
against the disease. 

Sue Hunter, 59, received the 
devastating news she was suffering 
breast cancer in 2009 and was treated at 
West Suffolk Hospital before receiving 
chemotherapy and other treatment at 
Addenbrooke’s.

“But for my mother’s sake we smiled 
at each other and we shaved her hair 
and in some strange way it helped her 
and others around her to feel a little 
normal again.” 

Sue, from Great Barton, received 
news the cancer had gone in the 
summer. 

Her daughter said: “We were 
absolutely over the moon. We could not 
have wished for anything better.” 

A 19-strong team captained by Jill and 
dubbed Parrots of the Caribbean will be 
taking on a Cancer Research UK Relay 
For Life overnight on lune 23. 

Team members aged 14 to 60- 
something - including Sue herself - will 
be donning garlands, grass skirts or 
pirate outfits for the 21-hour walk. 

They have already raised more than 
£1,000 and will be holding a raffle and 
pirate-themed events for adults and 
children during the event to add to their 
total.

Suffolk County Council provided 
advice, land and equipment for the 
centre while sums of £40,300 and 
£15,000 were stumped up by Forest 
Heath District Council and Newmarket 
Town Council respectively. 

The centre accepts deposits of 
recyclable and reusable items free of 
charge while it costs between £3 and £12 
to drop non-recyclables and mixed 
loads off at the facility. 

The reusable items are sold at 
Newmarket Open Door’s charity 
superstores in Newmarket and 
Mildenhall. Both superstores and the 
recycling centre itself offer dis¬ 
advantaged people opportunities to 
train and volunteer.

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I don’t know 
mum took her 


India’s world fell apart when her lively, fun- 
loving mum Heidi committed suicide, aged 
38. As she and her brother Tarren, and 
Heidi’s mum Wendy, try to come to terms 
with what happened, the teenager is 
channelling her energies into raising money 
for good causes in her mum’s memory. 
Louise Martin reports. 


L ooking at a 
photo of India 
Runham Clark 
and her mum Heidi 
on holiday, the 
happy faces 
beaming back are 
more like those of 
sisters than mother 
and daughter. “We 
were close and used 
to mess around,” 
smiles India. “We 
had a good 
relationship.” 

The treasured family 
photo is one of many 
proudly displayed in the 
living room of India’s 
grandparents’ home in 
Sawston; some 
capturing a funny 
moment, others 
documenting landmark 
events. 

But on July 21 last 
year, the family’s life was 
torn apart when their 
beloved Heidi 
committed suicide, aged 
38. 

“I felt complete 
disbelief,” says Heidi’s 
son Tarren, 21. “It’s taken 
a while for it to settle in.” 

Described by her 
mum Wendy Ackroyd as 
“full of fun”, Heidi 
worked as a teaching 
assistant for children 


with learning difficulties 
at William Westley CofE 
Primary School in 
Whittlesford. She was 
married to India and 
Tarren’s stepdad 
Matthew, and was a 
devoted Take That fan. 
“She loved Take That,” 
says India. “One of my 
memories of her is when 
she came home from 
seeing them at Wembley 
and she was just running 
around.” 

Heidi’s death came as 
a terrible shock to her 
family, particularly as 
they weren’t aware she 
had been struggling in 
any way. In fact, the Take 
That concert, which she 
attended with her sister 
Zoe and enjoyed so 
much, was just a few 
days before she died; she 
was due to go on a 
family holiday to Wales 
the following weekend, 
and had visited Wendy 
the day before she died. 

“I remember her 
screaming in excitement 
down the phone ‘I’m 
going to see Take That!”’ 
says Wendy, 58. “I didn’t 
notice anything. I’ve 
looked in her diary and 
she’d got the whole year 
planned out. If someone 
had said to me ‘this is 
what Heidi’s going to do’ 

I would have said ‘she’d 
never do something like 


that to us’. She just 
wasn’t that sort of 
person. She was loud 
and bubbly and she was 
always flitting in and out 
of here; she only lived a 
couple of minutes down 
the road.” 

The family believe 
that, although on the 
outside Heidi was the 
person they all knew and 
loved, inside she wasn’t 
herself. 

“I think she was in a 
bad place at that 
particular time,” says 
Wendy. “I wish she had 
been able to reach out to 
us for help, but did she 
know what was going 
on? I think it’s just 
something she did. It 
came out that she took 
her own life, but I know 
if she’d been in the right 
frame of mind she 
wouldn’t have even 
considered doing that. I 
think if she had thought 
to herself‘I’ve had 
enough of my life, I’m 


going to take it’ she 
would have either 
written a letter or she 
would have texted 
someone saying sorry.” 

“She must be happier 
now,” adds Tarren. 

It’s just nine months 
since Heidi’s death, and 
the family are still 
finding it desperately 
hard to come to terms 
with. But 16-year-old 
India wanted to organise 
an event in memory of 
her mum and, next 
Friday, May 18, will be 
holding a charity ball at 
Chilford Hall, in Linton, 
called Heidi’s Secret Ball. 

“It was actually 
Tarren’s idea but I’m 
organising it,” says the 
Sawston Village College 
student. “It was on 
mum’s birthday, on 
March 27, that we 
decided to do it so, we 
went to Chilford Hall 
and booked the venue 
that day.” 

As Heidi loved 
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Sticking together: Wendy, India and Tarren. 


masquerade-themed 
parties, the brother and 
sister have decided to 
throw a masked ball to 
not only remember their 
mum, but also to raise 
funds for Cruse 
Bereavement Care, the 
charity which provides 
support to people who 
have lost someone close 
to them. 

“The last thing that me 
and mum went to 
together was a 
masquerade ball at 
Chilford Hall,” says 
Tarren. “Brandon Block 
was headlining and we 
got suited and booted 
and wore masks.” India 
plans to wear the mask 
her mum wore to the ball 
that night, and thinks her 
mum would have been 
proud of what she is 
doing. 

“She loved being the 
centre of attention so this 
would have made her 
happy,” she says. “We’re 
having a live band first 
and then we’re having 
funky house music 
because that’s what mum 
liked the most.” 

All the family are 
dealing with Heidi’s 
death in different ways, 
but they all agree that the 
support they have had 
from friends and family 
has been a huge and is 
helping them through 
the heartache. “We’re a 
family and we all stick 
together,” says Wendy. “If 
something’s wrong with 
one of us, you just drop 
everything and go and 
help. It was sunny for two 
weeks after she (Heidi) 


went and the garden was 
always full of people.” 

India, who now lives 
with Wendy and her 
granddad, Andrew, 
admits she prefers to 
grieve privately, while 
Wendy has found 
comfort through talking 
to a counsellor, organised 
by Cruse Bereavement 
Care. 

“It’s good to talk to 
someone who’s not 
connected to the family,” 
says Wendy. “I’m the sort 
who likes to keep things 
to myself and cope, but 
seeing him does bring it 
out a bit more.” 

Just a couple of days 
after Heidi’s death, Tarren 
had a tattoo on his arm in 
memory of his mum. The 
design includes part of a 
reading which he gave at 
her funeral, where 400 
people turned out to pay 
their respects. “For me 
this (the tattoo) was a 
way to cope, it was a way 
of giving something back. 
I needed to do 
something. I’ve still got to 
get it finished, but it’s all 
to do with mum.” 

Losing her mum, India 
says, has brought her 
closer to her brother, but 
the bubbly teenager says 
she’s not ready to know 
why or how her mum 
took her life. 

“I don’t think I’m old 
enough to know now,” 
she admits. “I’d rather 
wait until I’m older when 
I can handle it. I will want 
to know, but not yet.” 

India urges anyone 
feeling how her mum did 
to “think about their 


families” and, by helping 
each other through these 
tough times, the family 
continues to take each 
day as it comes. 

“My counsellor has 
asked me if I have felt 
angry at Heidi and I 
haven’t,” says Wendy. 
“He’s told me to look to 
the future and I know 
Heidi’s not going to be 
there, but I know I can’t 
keep going around 
feeling sullen and 
unhappy. 

“You do put a front on 
and there have been days 
when I could have quite 
easily crawled into a hole, 
but at the end of the day 
you’ve still got to get up 
and do the same things 
and go to work. 

“If someone had said 
to me ‘this is what your 
daughter is going to do’ I 
wouldn’t have believed it. 
Heidi was just so full of 
life and she’s left a big, 
big hole in all our lives.”

A ROYALIST is fuming 
after being ordered to 
remove Union flags from 
his home. 

Derek Birch put up 14 flags 
outside his flat in Sassoon 
Close to celebrate the Queen’s 
Diamond Jubilee and received 
a letter from his housing 
association asking him to 
remove them. 

Landlord Flagship Housing 
described the number of flags 
on display as “excessive”. 

A letter sent to residents said: 
“The way in which they are 
being displayed has caused

damage to our property.” 

It warned Mr Birch to 
remove the flags himself or be 
charged for the cost of their 
removal. 

But Mr Birch, 72, said the 
council was being “Scrooge- 
like.” He added: “It’s the Jubilee. 
It’s only once in a lifetime.” 

He said the 3ft by 5ft flags 
had been up for about a 
month, in anticipation for the 
celebrations in June, and he 
was not aware of any 



neighbours having comp¬ 
lained about them. 

Mr Birch, who used to work 
in the civil service, added: “I 
don’t want to get into a battle 
with the council, all I wanted 
was to let the flags fly until the 
end of the Jubilee celebrations 
and they will come down.” 

He said if he is forced to take 
them down, he wants to put 
them up again in June in even 
greater numbers. He added: 
“It’s not harming anybody, 
putting flags out.” 

Flagship Housing said it did 
not have a specific policy on 
flags and each property would 


be assessed on a case-by-case 
basis. 

A spokesman added: 
“Permission had not been 
sought to display these flags to 
the outside of the building 
which involved fixtures to our 
brickwork. Not only were there 
an excessive number of flags 


attached to the outside of the 
maisonette, but the size of the 
flags was also an issue. 

“Flagship is happy for 
customers to celebrate the 
Queen’s Jubilee; however, 
activities should not be to the 
detriment of neighbours and 
the wider community.”

hardly a Constable-correct 
portrait of our green and pleasant 
land, but its skewed silliness and 
self-mockery is Britain all over, 
says actor and comedian Marcus 
Brigstocke, currently in the role 
of King Arthur in Spamalot. 

“There’s a uniquely British 
silliness to it,” he says. “It’s a 
very serious commitment to 
being silly and trivial, and I think 
there’s something very British 
about that.” 

The brainchild of John Du 

Prez and original Python Eric 
Idle, Spamalot - 
“lovingly ripped 
off’ from 
the 1974 
k film 


Python and the Holy Grail - first 
hit the stage in 2005, winning the 
Tony Award for Best Musical 
that year. The UK tour has taken 
the cast the length and breadth of 
the kingdom, and Brigstocke is 
in his old university town of 
Bristol (“this is where you went 
if you didn’t get your place at 
Cambridge”) when I phone for a 
chat prior to the show - which 
also stars Bonnie Langford and 
Grange Hill/EastEnders legend 
Todd Carty. 

For Brigstocke, like many of 
us, growing up with Monty 
Python has shaped his 
appreciation of comedy, and he 
is delighted to be part of such a 
faithful homage. 

“I found Monty Python when I 
was in my teens,” he explains. “I 
have a vague memory of the 70s 
and people saying ‘Ni!’ to each 
other and doing silly walks. I 
think The Meaning of Life came 
out on VHS when I was at school 
and I saw that - then worked my 
way back, realising there was 
this treasure trove of other films 
shows. 

“They properly changed 
the direction of British 
comedy,” he continues. 
And the songs are 
fantastic. People 
sometimes forget 
that. It’s been a real 
treat for me, as a 


stand-up, to be handed a script 
by Eric Idle and told to do all 
these amazing songs and see the 
way audiences react to them.” 

Spamalot features all these 
hits and more, with sequin-clad 
backing dancers aplenty. Asked 
how he’s found the singing and 
dancing elements, Brigstocke - 
more used to presenting his 
satirical news programme The 
Late Edition or ranting about 
religion in his stand-up shows - 
is refreshingly honest: “Bloody 
terrifying, thanks for asking,” he 
says. “It was properly scary for 
me to try and push myself and do 
something new. 

“I’ve had a lot of help, I’ve 
been to a singing teacher, though 
my singing is nowhere near 
perfect, but it’s good enough for 
King Arthur. I don’t actually 
have to do loads of singing in the 
show - Arthur (originally played 
by Graham Chapman) is very 
often a straight man. But I do 
love the singing and dancing, it’s 
brilliant.” 

Does he feel Arthur is a good 
role for him? 

“What, the sort of pompous 
idiot entirely baffled by the 
world? Yes, I think it’s a role I’m 
moderately well suited to. He’s 
King of the Britons, which he 
seems to be fairly proud of, but 
nobody else really recognises 
him as king and they just carry 
on being silly and strange . . .”

Traktor boy here to stay 


He was last year’s urban music break-out star and, after a string of top five 
singles, Wretch 32’s success continues as he begins his biggest UK tour to 
date. Louise Martin catches up with the fast-rising rapper about how growing 
up on a tough London estate has shaped his music. 


T HEY say first impressions 

count and Wretch 32 certainly 
made his when his debut 
single Traktor steered its way 
straight in to the top five last year. 

The London-born rapper sealed the deal 
when follow-up track Don’t Go stormed to 
number one, just days before his debut album 
Black and White entered the charts at a very 
comfortable number four. 

Wretch 32 (his real name is Jermaine Scott 
but as a child he was “very naughty” and his 
Jamaican parents used to call him a little 
wretch. The name stuck and 3-2 are his lucky 
numbers) became interested in music from a 
young age as his dad was a DJ. “I was 
fascinated with anything he was doing,” 
remembers the 27-year-old. 

“Of course, as a young boy you admire 
your dad but he was mad into music and had 
loads of records. I knew that music was 
something I wanted to be involved with.” 

He may have entered the mainstream last 
year after an appearance on the BBC’s Sound 
of 2011 poll, but the rapper had been 


plugging away for nearly a decade previous 
selling mix tapes in Tottenham, where he 
grew up. 

“In the early stages you’ve got to build up 
your buzz in your home and then it will 
spread out,” he explains. “I wasn’t really great 
at 18,1 was OK. No, actually,” he laughs, 

“I’m going to be honest, I was rubbish! When 
I first started out I was rubbish. I was trying 
to find myself and it took me a while to really 
figure out what role I was going to have in 
music.” 

But, he adds: “Growing up in a harsh part 
of London has helped me because I’ve seen 
different walks of life,” he admits. 

“I’ve seen the walk of life where you very 
much feel like you’re a lost cause and you feel 
like there’s not much you can do in life. Being 
able to spin it and turn it around to being 
somebody that can motivate people that are 
like how I once was, I think that’s a beautiful 
thing. I think it’s cool that I’ve been through a 
lot in life because it enables me to talk about 
it and to rap about it.”

More plants by the layer

I T’S cuttings season, when 
gardeners nationwide take 
cuttings from their plants to 
increase stocks of their 
favourites, but not all plants 
root well from cuttings. 

Some plants, including acer, 
forsythia, daphne, viburnum, 
rhododendron, azalea and camellia may 
do better through layering, a technique 
in which layers of healthy stems remain 
attached to the parent until roots have 
formed. 

Layers occur naturally in the garden 
when low-growing plants are heavily 
mulched, thus partially burying some of 
the branches. 

Plants including ivy, campsis and 
Hydrangea anomala subsp. petiolaris 
naturally self-layer, with shoots 
touching the ground rooting and 
forming new plants, but in most cases 
the gardener has to provide some input 
into layering chosen species 
successfully. 

Spring is the best time for layering, 
although it can be done at any time of 
year apart from winter. 

Choose a flexible young shoot of 


your chosen plant which can be bent 
down to ground level, preparing the soil 
where it is going to touch by digging in 
well-rotted organic matter, such as 
compost mixed with sharp sand. Strip 
the leaves from the area of stem to be 
layered. 

Make a long, sloping cut towards the 


shoot tip, cutting only about a third of 
the way through the stem at a suitable 
point in the underside of the branch, 
then wedge the cut open with a 
matchstick and dust it with rooting 
hormone. 

Make a shallow depression in the soil 
just below the shoot, then bury that 


section of the stem into the prepared 
soil 5-7.5cm (2-3in) deep and peg it 
firmly in place with two strong wire 
hoops, one each side of the cut, then 
secure the growing tip to an upright 
cane and cover it with compost. 

As the layering is done at the base of 
the shrub, the greatest danger to rooting 
layers is lack of water, so give it a 
thorough watering and, if necessary, 
work some water-retaining material into 
the soil. 

Leave it for at least a year until new 
strong growth is visible and the plant 
resists when tugged, which shows that it 
is well rooted. 

Most layers should have rooted by 
the following autumn, when they can be 
severed from the parent plant and 
grown on in pots or a nursery bed until 
large enough to plant in their final 
positions. 

Stocks of climbers, such as 
honeysuckles and clematis, can be 
increased by serpentine layering, which 
is similar to simple layering, but 
multiple layers are made from one 
stem. It’s ideal for using with climbers 
with long, supple stems. 

Lay the trailing shoot along the 
ground, stripping the leaves and 
sideshoots from every second or third 
leaf cluster, then wound the stem close 
to the points where the leaves have been 
stripped and apply rooting hormone 
before pegging these sections down in 
shallow trenches in well-prepared soil. 
Thin-stemmed climbers need not be 
wounded. 

Leave the intermediate leaf clusters 
above the ground so that the stem 
snakes in and out of the ground. In 


time, the pegged down sections should 
root and produce shoots. When growing 
strongly the new plants can be severed 
and grown on independently. This 
method can also be used for 
houseplants which are hard to root, 
such as ficus. 

A third method is air layering, which 
is ideal for plants which often lack low- 
growing shoots suitable for 
conventional layering, such as 
magnolia, hazel, cotinus and flowering 
cornus species. 

Instead of taking the stem down to 
the ground, choose a healthy upright 
stem and trim off the side shoots and 
leaves from a 30cm (1ft) section, 
making an upward-slanting cut below 
the leaf joint, but not cutting more than 
half way through the stem. 

Brush the wound with rooting 
hormone compound and wedge a 
matchstick into the cut, then tape a 
sleeve of polythene around the bottom 
of the cut, plugging the sleeve with 
sphagnum moss for the roots to grow 
into and then seal the top. Keep the 
moss moist. 

Leave the wrapping in place for up to 
a year, opening and checking it 
occasionally for signs of rooting. When 
strong new roots are visible through the 
moss, remove the plastic sleeve and cut 
through the stem just below the rooted 
section, which can then be potted up 
into compost, but don’t remove the 
moss from the roots. Water, label and 
grow on until large enough to plant 
outside. 

In little more than a year, you could 
have doubled the collection of your 
favourite plants.

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The old one-two from O’Brien 


EVEN by Aidan O’Brien’s standards, the 
master of Ballydoyle can have had few 
better weekends. 

O’Brien continues to create little 
pieces of history, landing both the 1000 
and 2000 Guineas in the same season for 
the second time. 

He last pulled the feat off seven years 
ago at Newmarket with 
Footstepsinthesand and Virginia Waters, 
and this time toasted the exploits of 
Camelot in the QIPCO 2000 Guineas and 
Homecoming Queen in the QIPCO 1000 
Guineas 24 hours later. 

Camelot was already favourite for the 
Derby before making late headway to 
beat French Fifteen by a neck in the 
hands of the trainer’s son, Joseph. 

O’Brien snr, winning the 2000 Guineas 
for a sixth time, said: “We knew from the 
statistics that Camelot had a lot against 
him, we knew he had a lot to overcome 
but we always thought he was very 
special. 

"We knew he was a very brilliant horse 
and that he had a lot of speed, but I was 
worried about the ground. At halfway, he 
was closer to the back than the front.” 

Twenty-four hours later, O’Brien was 
back in the winner’s enclosure after the 
1000 Guineas, but not, as many 
expected, with hot favourite Maybe. 

Ryan Moore was on board 
Homecoming Queen and while the 
25-1 winner set off like a pacemaker for 
Maybe, she never saw another rival when 
winning by nine lengths. 

When asked if Homecoming Queen 
was running as a pacemaker, O’Brien 
answered: “Absolutely not. She was there 
running on her merits. She’s a tough, 
hardy filly with a real pedigree and has 
been progressive all the way. 

“Perhaps we didn’t expect her to win 
quite like she did, but it was not a great 
surprise she did win. 

“She can go to the Irish Guineas or she 
can go anywhere - the Curragh, Ascot 
and Epsom are all in the mix. There are 
lot of options open to her now.” 

The fillies’ Classic was marred, 
however, by an incident at the start 
which saw the Charlie Hills-trained Gray 
Pearl put down after injuring her back in 
the stalls. 

Her jockey, Michael Hills, paid tribute 


to the Rowley Mile team who treated the 
filly and said: “The pressure and tension 
at the start of a Classic, particularly one 
involving 18 fillies, is significant and yet 
everyone involved, from the stalls 
handlers to the vets and the starters, 
remained completely calm and 
professional throughout.” 

Also at HQ over the weekend, Mayson 
laid claim to bigger sprinting prices by 
following up his victory at the Craven 
meeting in the Pearl Bloodstock Palace 
House Stakes on Saturday. The Duke Of 
York Stakes on the Knavesmire will be his 
next stop. 

A1 Kazeem may also have Group One 
aims after a winning return in the Qatar 
Bloodstock Jockey Club Stakes for Roger 
Charlton, while Sunday’s supplementary 
feature, the Qatar Bloodstock Dahlia 
Stakes, was won in good style by Izzi Top, 
who will also head to York. 

Last year’s Oaks third began her four- 
year-old career in the best possible way 
with a relatively straightforward victory 
in the Group Three race when sent off 
the 3-1 second favourite behind Sir 
Henry Cecil’s Group One winner 
Timepiece, who was sending out distress 
signals at the business end of the race. 

Izzi Top was always travelling nicely for 
William Buick and was not too hard 
pressed to beat Captivator. 

She will now be primed for the Betfred 
Middleton Stakes at York next week and 
trainer John Gosden said: “It was a good 
effort with a 31b penalty.” 

Kailani will be supplemented for the 
Investec Oaks after a striking display in 
the Tweenhills Pretty Polly Stakes. 

A daughter of 1000 Guineas and Oaks 
heroine Kazzia, she put the race to bed 
by halfway under a stirring ride from 
Mickael Barzalona to give Godolphin 
something to cheer. 

Winning trainer Mahmood A1 Zarooni 
said: “I thought she would handle the 
softer ground. Mickael likes her and 
thinks she is a very nice filly.” 

■ James Toller’s Rewarded (100-30 
favourite) got up in the last stride to 
snatch the QIPCO Supports Racing 
Welfare Handicap on Saturday, but his 
rider Kirsty Milczarek was banned for 
seven days (May 19-25) for using her 
whip above the permitted level.

Cool Frankel on 
target with a 
dazzling workout 

FRANKEL, the world’s highest-rated 
thoroughbred, confirmed his well-being with a 
racecourse gallop at Newmarket on Saturday. 
Sir Henry Cecil colt’s future had been in 
jeopardy after he suffered a leg injury last 
month, but he received the all-clear to race on 
following a positive scan a week later. 

The unbeaten four-year-old moved up the 
gears in his preparation for the JLT Lockinge 
Stakes at Newbury a week on Saturday with a 
positive piece of work under Tom Queally. 
Frankel, owned by Khalid Abdullah, was put 
through his paces up the Rowley Mile 
alongside regular lead-horse Bullet Train 
and Jet Away. 

The son of Galileo took a keen hold for Queally 
and soon burst clear of his stable companions 
in his customary exuberant fashion, stretching 
clear superbly. 

Frankel won the QIPCO 2000 Guineas, the St 
James’s Palace Stakes, the Sussex Stakes 
and Queen Elizabeth II Stakes during an 
unforgettable campaign which elevated him to 
the summit of the world thoroughbred 
rankings, and Cecil said: “He really enjoyed 
himself and was very relaxed. Going down to 
the start he was switched off and after 
the work he had a little bit of 
a blow - you can’t be anything but pleased. 

“I think everything looks good for the 
Lockinge, before which he will need another 
two to three bits of work, but at the moment 
everything is fine. 

“If the ground is soft (at Newbury) I don’t think 
that will worry him at all, and we know he gets 
a mile really well.” 

The racecourse gallop came a year after 
Frankel burst on to the scene with his 
devastating display in the 2000 Guineas, and 
his full-brother, Noble Mission, endorsed his 
own Classic claims by winning the Qatar 
Racing Newmarket Stakes. 

Queally had nowhere to go on the 7-4 
favourite in what developed into a tactical 
five-horse affair, but Cecil’s colt quickened 
nicely to beat Mariner’s Cross by a neck. 

The trainer said: “He’ll need another race 
before we decide where we go. He’s in the 
Dante (at York next week) and there’s a race 
back here at Newmarket which fits in well, 
timing wise. I think he needs a race to bring 
him to the boil before we think that he might 
be a Derby horse or an Ascot horse.”

Huff rivals stretch clear 


ROB Huff lost ground in the World Touring 
Cars Championship standings despite 
finishing second in Hungary on Sunday. 

The Newmarket racer finished behind his 
Chevrolet team-mate Yvan Muller in race one 
at the Hungaroring, but was only seventh in 
race two. 

That meant a points haul of 24, plus four 
points for being second fastest in Q2 
qualifying. 

Muller added a solitary point in race two to 
his 25 for winning race one, plus a five-point 
bonus for topping Q2. 

The third Chevrolet driver, Alain Menu, 
was the big mover of the day, finishing third 
and second with three qualifying points for a 
36-point haul on the day. 


Huff believed he was hampered by making 
contact with the SEAT Leon of Gabriele 
Tarquini at the opening corner of the first 
race, and, although he was second, he said: “I 
think it definitely bent the car a little bit, but 
that’s the way the starts go. 

“Gabriele seems to be very strong off the 
rolling starts and he was pretty much ahead 
of me on the outside and I was halfway 
ahead of Yvan. 

“I decided to make sure I braked as late as 
possible to keep Gabriele out on the outside. 
He basically started coming across before we 
even got to the corner, and there was contact. 

“I couldn’t go anywhere because I had my 
team-mate’s wing mirror right alongside 
mine, so I was in a very difficult position. 


“But I managed to survive, came out of the 
first corner still in second and managed to 
nurse the car home. But it was quite hard.” 

Huff also had to hold off 
team-mate Menu’s late push to finish second 
in the 1-2-3 for Chevrolet. 

The second race was a fairytale for home 
driver Norbert Michelisz of BMW, who came 
home first, with Menu and BMW’s Mehdi 
Bennani third. 

Muller leads the championship on 180 
points, with Menu on 157 and Huff on 150. 
Chevrolet lead the constructors’ standings 
with 415, holding a commanding lead over 
BMW, who are on 278. 

The next round is at the Salzburgring in 
Austria on May 19 and 20. 
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
